This decision was taken at a meet- 
ing convened by the Mahamad ol the 
Spanish and Portuguese ongregation 
and held at the Bevis Marks Svmna- 
gogue, London, on. fuesday. Mr. 
H.. M. Cansino,. Parnas Presidente, 
was in the chair. 

Represented at the meeting were the 
United Synagogue. the Board of Depu- 
ties, the -Anglo-Jewish Association, ihe 
Spanish and Portuguese Congregation, 
the Jewish Historical. Society, the Jewish

Shaftesiey, had been invited to attend the 
meeting. Mr, Shaftesicy had writicn to

toast to Mr. Elath, paid a warm tribute 
also to President Weizmann-—" no one 1s 
held in greater affection and respect than 
he to Mr. Moshe Sharett, Israel's 
Foreign Minister. 

“The statehood of: Israel has meant 
some complications to this cquniry,” the 
Minister of State declared. ** But I am 
not sure that it meant as Many a comphi- 
cation as would have been the case if 
Israel would not have achieved its nation- 
hood.”” 

Britain was to some extent in a. difficult 
position. between the Arabs and the 
Jewish State, the Minister explained, and 
it often happened that ** both parties turn 
upon the third which tried to meditate.” 
But nothing distressed people in this 
country more than the enmity between 
Jew and Arab, he added, and it was 
“our earnest desire that these feelings of 


-enmity which exist in the Middle East 


may soften.” 


Offer to Mediate 


He recalled the efforts of British diplo- 
macy at the United Nations with regard 
to the Arab refugees and gave the assur: 
ance that the Government would continue 
tO do us best. and use its good offices 
to mediate an agreement. : 

The Minister of State expressed his 
regret that Britain could not give to Israe 
financial and economic assistance to en 
extent that they would have liked. The 
reason lor this was that this Country. itseil 
Was In economic difficulties and. was 
engaged in “ gigantic efforts to secure the 
freedom of the world.” 

All sections of the community here, 
Mr. Selwyn Lloyd concluded. had the 
greatest admiration for the unparalleled 
national will power which Isracl  dis- 
played. Although faced by hostility and 
economic difficulties, Israel's achievements 
~ were wonderful in the history = of 
nations.’ There were close ties binding 
Britain and Israel together—‘* common 


Interests, a common love for peace, and 


a common desire for ordered democracy. 

Responding to the toast, Mr. Plath 
paid a tribute to the founder of the 
Anglo-Israel_ Association, Sir Wyndham 
Deedes—* that truly noble, wise, and 
good man” and “true pioneer of 
Anglo-Israeli friendship and understand- 
ing, who, the Israeli Minister said. ** has 
spent a lifetime in the service of my 
people S cause, and in England's service, 
too. He described the Association as a 

rallying point for our champions in che 
. tk days just after the war’ and now 
activel ene Place for men of good wi! 

'vely interested in fostering good and 
friendly relations between our two 
countries,”’ 


After describing the difficulties inherent 


in the transitional period through which 
Israel was now passing, and the develop- 
ment of both its industry and agriculture, 
Mr. Elath said that the new = Israel-— 
united but not uniform—was bound 
together not only by ‘a common destiny, 
a common faith, and common endurance 
of persecution, but also by. the shared 
conviction of our common. interest. in 
building up in Israel a free and demo- 
cratic society. in which the Jew may live 
in dignity’ and security, developing 
national culture and traditions, and enjoy- 
ing the privileges, and sharing the respon- 
sibilities of all nations of the civiiused 


world. 


‘“In spite of the many internal prob- 
lems which preoccupy the atiention and 
energies of most Israelis to-day,” Mr. 
Elath added. “* we have no wish to isolate 
ourselves from our international responsi- 
bilitics. the day of Israel's emer- 
gence and entry. into. the family. of 
nations, my country has endeavoured to 
make its modest contribution to world 
peace- and security, and. to friendly co- 
operation between nations. 


Longing for Peace 


“We have a longing for peace in our 
own part of. the world—-such a peace as 
wili-transform the present animosities and 
rivalries .into co-operation and good 
neighbourly relations. For we know weil 
that,.. without friendly understanding 


between the various ‘countries of the 


Middle East, there can be hittle prospect 
of progress or prosperity for.the area as 
a whole or for any of its peoples. 

“We earnestly -hope that, once our 
Arab neighbours have become reconciled 
to the existence of an independent Israel,” 
Mr. Elath concluded, * and show them- 
selves ready for a just and honourable 
settiement, we Shall be able, with them, 
to pursue our common aims and interests 
to our common. advantage. Properly 
organised and directed, the great poten- 
tialities of the Middle East have much to

“ AGUDA SHOULD LEAVE 
ISRAELI GOVERNMENT ”

A demand that the Aguda should 
withdraw from the. Israeli Government 
was made by Mr. H. A; Goodman, 
J.P... Chairman of the- European 
Executive ol the Worid Agudas Israel 
Organisation, ata meeting held by 
British Aguda, at 67, Lordship Road, 
London, N.i6, on Monday. Mr, H. J. 
Lobenstein presided. 

Agudas Israel, declared Mr. Goodman, 
could not work in a Government — of 
Israel which was undermining Jewish 
religious law. This Government, which, 
he alleged, was also bringing about the 
economic collapse of the couniry, should 
be left to Mapai. The Aguda could not 
take responsibility for the fact that many 
thousands of children were being 
brought up in schools of a strongly ani- 
rehg:ous character, 

Rabbi J. Blau, of Jerusalem, strongly 
attacked the Israeli Minister of Com- 
murtications, Mr. David Pinkas, for his 
decisions regarding the running of taxis 
on Sabbath. Orthodox leaders in the 
Israch Government, added Rabbi Blau, 
had been misled by small favours given 
them by their colleagues, but now 
decisions were being taken which would 
affect the religious future of Israel. He 
deplored the apathy shown even by 
Orthodox British Jews towards the rel:- 
gious struggle in Israel, 

Mr. S. Stern, Chairman of the Agudas 
Israel Organisation, appealed for a 
strengthening of the religious front.

A RAY OF SUNSHINE 


“ Then Moses separated three cities 
on this side Jordan toward the sun- 
rising. (Deut. iv, 41.) 


HE magnificent farewell ora- 

tion of Moses which consti- 

tutes the major portion of the 
Book of Deuteronomy ts curiously 
interrupted by the incident of the 
establishment of the three cities of 
refuge by Moses in Transjordan. 
The interruption is even more 
curious when one considers the 
Statement of the Talmud that these 
three cities of refuge would have 
their humane effect of offering a 
refuge from vengeance to the homi- 
cide, only after the corresponding 
three cities had been set aside on the 
west of the Jordan. 
To that. peculiarity the rabbis 
would seem to add another, which 
is the basis of the fascinating and 
profoundly ethical interpretation 


they give to the last two words of. 


the verse. It is the apparent tauto- 
logy ..of the words Mizracha 
Shemesh translated “towards the 
sun-rising or * 
the direction is already indicated by 
the words “on this side of the Jor- 
dan” ! The rabbis give the com- 
pelling explanation that these words 
apply not to a direction of the com- 
pass, but to an attitude.of mind. 
The. Talmud explains the verse, 
“The sun shone upon him. as he 
passed over Peniel.”’: (Genesis xxxii, 
32), aS meaning that fortune smiled 
upon him: As a result the phrase 
has entered into the Hebrew language 
as a synonym of good fortune. In 
exactly the same way does the Talmud 
(Makkot 10a) explain this verse. | It 
puts the words into the mouth of God. 
When Moses fulfilled. this human com- 


-mandment to” separate the three cities 


on this side of the Jordan,” the Holy 
One, blessed be He. said. to him 
approvingly: “ Thou hast made the 
sun shine for. innocent homicides.” 


THAT beautiful. interpretation gives 
point and emphasis to an ethical 
concept which runs like a golden 


thread through the whole variegated 


pattern of Jewish life and literature: 
the concept of consideration for the 


eastwards.” Surely 


unfortunate whereby justice is tem- 
pered with mercy. Justice is not dis- 
lodged from its honoured place in 
Judaism, and the culprit must pay the 
penalty of his crime according to law, 
but im carrying out that verdict the 
injunction must be obeyed, “Give a 
little sunshine as far as ts possible.”

tice, it may not affect the carrying out 
of the rigour of the verdict of the 
law, but it causes a ray of the sunshine 
of humanity to pierce the clouds.

But where 
the Bible commands “ff a man have 
committed a sin worthy of death and 
he be put to death and thou hang him 
on a galiows, his body shall not remain 
all night upon the but thou 
shalt. surely him that day”: in 
the time of the Talmud they trans- 
ferred this conception of consideration 
for the man senienced to death from 
his corpse to his person, and the nobie 
women of Jerusaiem used to concoct 
a strong opiate for him, that he shou!d 
drink before the sentence was carried 
out on AIM.

For the Torah. teaches the lesson 
that it is the duty to bring a ray 
of sunshine into the life of everyone, 
especially to those who are afflicted 
and downtrodden, to those who are 
guilty of crime or in the slough of 


despair. Let not sunshine be absent. 


from the lives of the least worthy or 
destitute of men.

DEFAMATION BILL 
Lord Silkin’s Amendment 
Withdrawn 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 


Examples of antisemitic statements 
were quoted in the Lords on Monday, 
when Lorp SILKIN put forward a 
clause on group libel jn the Defama- 
tion (Amendment) Bill. 

His proposal suggested that “ where 
any defamatory statement is published 
of and concerning any group of per- 
sons distinguishable as such by race, 
creed, or colour which would be 
actionable if published of and con- 
cerning an identifiable person or per- 
sons, any person or group of persons 
claiming to belong to such group may 
institute proceedings for defamation 
as if he or they had been expressly 
defamed.” 

There was a proviso that no proceed- 
ings should be brought without the leave 
of the Attorney-General. _ 

In the debate, antisemitism was con- 
demned by all speakers, but the reply 
that it was impossible. to obtain a suit- 
able form of legal phraseology to deal 
with the subject was eventually successful. 


Lord Silkin accepted this reply and with- 


drew his clause. 


“Cruel, Wicked Statements ” 
Moving the amendment,. Lord Silkin 
suid there had been some very cruel and 
wicked statements made against groups 


which, if they had been made against 


individuals, would undoubtedly have 
resulted in heavy damages being awarded. 
The most notorious, he said, was the 
statement that had from time to time 
been made about the Jewish community 
—that they indulged in. ritual murders 
and that they used the blood of non- 
Jews for ithe purpose of carrying out 
ritual, ceremonies. 

In recent years, in.one country, he had 
known cases where statements of: that 
kind had actually resulted in serious riots, 
causing loss of life. : 

* We all like to fecl that that could not 
happen here,” he went on. “1 do not 
suppose it is in the least degree likely, 
but one cannot. be certain that, it will 
not happen when -public feeling is 
inflamed ‘in certain special circumstances, 

the law stands. at present, it 
impossible for any member of the Jewish 
community to take proceedings even im 
order merely to get a decision of the 
court that there is no justification at all 
for these Statements. Similar siaiements 
have been made about other communi- 
ties.” 

Lord Silkin. felt: the House ought io 
consider seriously, whether the time hid 
not come when defamatory statements 
about groups of people should be treated 
just. as seriously as defamatory statements 
about individuals. In several countrics 
there were laws which dealt with group 
defamation. 

Viscount. SIMON “spoke of the docu- 
ment called “The Protocols of Zion,” 
said, was widely circulated 
throughout Europe. It contained, he 
believed, allegations that devoted mem- 
bers of Jewry, in pursuing their religious 
rites, were engaged in shocking practices. 

He did not. believe.a word of it and

CARMEL COLLEGE TO MOVE 


Negotiations for New Premises 
By a Jewisu CHrRonicte Reporter 


Carmel College. Greenham,. New- 
bury, Berks, is to remove to new 
premises, it was stated by Mr. J.°C. 
Gilbert, Chairman of the Governors, 
at the annual sports and speech day 
held at the College.on Sunday. 

Negotiations for the acquisition of 
new premises had been started, Mr. 
Gilbert said, because of the presence 
of an airfield near by, which. sooner or 
later, would force the schoo! out of 
the neighbourhood, and also because 
of the fact that the expansion of the 
school itself demanded that a removal 
be made. The negotiations were wel] 
under way, and if they materialised the 
pupils would be moved to an even 
finer school than at present. 

Rabbi Kopul Rosen, the Principal. 
referred to the four momentous years of 
the school’s existence. He did not intend. 
he said, to make any exaggerated claims. 
but he wished to make two claims which 
were justihable: in no other school could 
there be found a better or more devoted 
set of masters who took a personal 
interest in the pupils and wholeheartedly 
identified themselves with the objectives 
of the College. The second claim was 
that they were obtaining the maximum 
results from every pupil. 

Rabbi Rosen extended a welcome to 


the visitors, among whom was the editor 
of. THe Jewish CHronicte, Mr. J. M. 
Shaftesley. An editor of: a newspaper. 
he said, had to be very shrewd: the 
editor of the “ J.C.” shrewder than the 
average, because he was dealing with a 
community of aspiring potential editors! 

The College, added Rabbi Rosen, was 
fulfilling an urgent need in. the Anglo- 
Jewish community and an urgent need 
in European Jewish life. A large num- 
ber of the pupils came from countries 
overseas, including Israel,  .Kenya, 
America, Holland, Sweden, and Gibraltar. 


The most effective means of making 
Carmel College known to the Jewish 
community —not only Anglo-Jewry—was 


through THe JewrsH CHRONICLE. which 
in some circles had a reputation almost 
for infallibility, 

Other visitors welcomed by Rabbi 
Rosen included Rabbi Charles Bender, ¢f 
Canada, and Mr. Janus Cohen, Chairman 
of the Zionist Federation. 

Mr. Gilbert distributed the trophies to 
the winning sportsmen, and also to old 
boys of the school for their athletic 
prowess in the preceding year. The inter- 
sports cup was presented to the captain 
of Alexander House by the captain of 
Gilbert House.

however one tried to frame this proposal 
one would fail to produce a satisfactory 
clause. No one could find a form of 
words that would do. : 
' Discussing what was meant in the 
clause by “persons distinguishable ag 
such by race .. .”’ Lord Simon asked 
whether, if this were applied to Jews, it 
meant people both of whose parents were 
Jews. Did it include people who were 
not practising Jews ? Did it include 
people one of whose grandparents was 
‘a Jew? 

Similar difficulties arose, he pointed 
out, in regard to the definition of creed 
and colour, 

Continuing, Lord Simon saki: “] 
belicve we shall be doing our duty best 
by doing our utmost to show our respect 
and our tolerance for people of every 
race and every.colour, by making a stand 
for doing what is fair and decent by them 
and by not believing readily shocking 
libels which may be told or published 
about them. 

‘For the rest,.in really bad cases, we 
must rely on the criminal law, | do not 
believe that any other course is possible.” 


Government's Attitude 


The Lord Chancellor (Lorp Simonps), 
for the Government, also sympathised 
with those. who suffered under what was 
called group libel, but recognised the 
impossibility. of giving effect to - Lord 
Silkin’s proposal. 

EARL WINTERTON told the House. that 
he had had particular opportunities .of 
observing the suffering of the Jewish race 
when he was connected with the - Inter- 
Governmental Committee for Refugees. 

‘As a result of my experience. 1} think 
there is no country in the -world. where 
the Jews need: special protection less than 
they do this country,” he declared, 

* May. I say, with a feeling of great 
responsibility to Lord Silkin others 
Of ‘his race, that in the long run there 
is nothing more. damaging to the Jewish 
race. than to. Suggest that they. need 
soccial protection, 

should rely: on the good sense 
and integrity. of the British people in 
cases of this kind and. not put anything 
in. Act of. Parhament which would be 
complsicly: unworkable.” 


SLAUGHTER OF ANIMALS 


Methods employed in the slaughter of 
ammals: were referred to in the Com- 
mons on Monday, when Dr. CHARLES 
Hit, Parhamentary Secretary. to the 
Minisier of Food, stated that it. was 
hoped shorily to announce the composi- 
tion. and terms of reference of cam.

Mr. R: R. Strokes -(Lab.. Ipswich) 
asked whether it was not. the iniention 
that the examination should concern the 
slaughter of animals everywhere. for 
whatever reason, provided it was for food 
‘purposes, 

Dr. Hill replied that the inquiry. would 
relate solely to the slaughter of horses. 

When Mr. Stokes asked if considera- 
tion would be given to an cxamination 
of the slaughter of all animals in this 
country for food purposes, Dr. Hill said 
that if there was a sufficiently widesprea 
desire for such an investigation no doubt 
the Minister of Food (Mr. Lloyd George) 
would consider it. 

Mr. Royie (Lab., Salford, 
West) said the time had come when there 
should be some examination. of the 
methods of religious slaughter. 

Dr. Hill replied: ‘* Without notice l 
hesitate to answer that question.”

JEWISH EMIGRATION TO AUSTRALIA 


Chief Rabbi Amplifies 
Statement 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The Chief Rabbi amplified his state- 
ment on the “spiritual and com- 
munal” importance of Anglo-Jewish 
emigration to the Dominions, and 
referred to its relationship to the 
“mystique of Kibbutz Galuyot” and 
aliva, when he spoke at the farewell 
reception to Rabbi Dr. I. Rapaport 
and Mrs. Rapaport, on their depar- 
‘ure for Australia, given by the Hon. 
Officers and the Board of Manage- 
ment of the Stoke Newington Syna- 
gogue, Shacklewell Lane, on Sunday. 

Referring to the address he had 
delivered at the recent meeting of the 
Council of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion (a report of which appeared in 
our July 18 issue), the Chief Rabbi 
said that he wished to remove some 
misinterpretations which had _ been 
placed upon his remarks. 

* When | called for co-operative effort 
to increase emigration from thts country 
the Dominions,’ Rabbr Brodic said, 
‘| had- in mind not only the matertal 
prospects offered in New. Zealand and 
\ustralia. Nor was I concerned only 
with. the prudential and even human- 
tarian motives behind the generous 
wnmigration policies of their respective 
Governments. I was cspectally thinking 
in terms of the soiritual and communal

“It has been pointed out that my

That is far from the truth. have 
heen on recerd on more than-one occa- 
sion as a keen supporter of aliya from 
lands of the West: The aliya from the 
West 18 not, however, a mass emigration. 
lt is qualitatwe and selective and is 
prompted by high and noble resolves of 
the chalutzie mot. It carries with it 
4 creative sense of dedication and 1s not 
issociated with. the compulsions or 
urges (of homelessness, persecution, or 
insecurity, In such ahya there is no 
diure of making good, or making a for- 
tune, or risking a Speculative gamble” 
The Chief Rabbi went on to say that 
they. ought to be realists, “to recognise 
hat the majority of our people are con- 
rent to continue living m_ the. free 
communities of the Disoersion.” The 
important task, he said. was to ensure 
‘hat they be strengthened in,their Jewish 
consciousness. with the firm will to. sup- 
port the traditional institutions. and to 
maintain and foster specific Jewish ways 


Above all they must seek to keep 
alive Jewry’s sense of constant respon- 
sibility towards the people of Israel. the 
Land of Israel, and especially the Torah 
of Israel. ‘* We must buttress our Jewish 
foundat:ons wherever they are,” the Chict 
Rabbi concluded, * and this applies speci- 
ficadly to the c@Mmunities in the British 
Commonwealth regarded as parts of 
larger Jewish community.” 

Earlier in his tribute to the departing 
minister the Chief Rabbi said that he 
was confident that Rabbi Rapaport 
possessed the qualities and gifts of dis. 
position and knowledge which were 
necessary for the important position he

treasures. They are all now available for 
detailed study on the shelves of the Lib- 
rary of Congress, and can be cheaply 
and easily obtained by scholars all-over 
the world. 

Professor Clark, on the one hand, gave 
an idea of.the wide vistas opened up by 
new discoveries and the efficiency of an 
up-to-date scientific technique. Professor 
Fngnell and the other lecturers,.on the 
other hand, conveyed to their. audience 
modern trends of thoughi and approach. 

It appears’ that the ever-increasing 
liierary and archeological maternal and 
iis carcful analysis have made medern 
scholars extremely cautious. . agaist 
generalisations which the last two or ihree 
generations of Alffestameniler were so apt 
to make. 


Revolution Against Evolution 


Polytheism is often later than. mono: 
theism. Professor Engnell went so far as 
to speak of revolution against evolution 
For him the God of ‘Israel is from. the 
beginning an ethical God who is above 
nature, not a “ suffering or.“ dying 
god or a vegetation deity.’ He is. not 
even tribal god... The patterns” 
of comparative religion, however just: 
fied, are no doctrinary scheme. 

Distinguishing characterstics © rather 
than patterns ought to be considered, and: 
we should start our -screntific. delibera- 
ions on: the basis of historically given 
material. Though the names. of David 
Hoffmann, Harold M. Wiener, Ezckicl 
Kaufmann, Benno Jacob, and Umberio 
Cassuto were not mentioned, one could 
take pride in the fact that these Jewish 
scholars have advocated similar views for 
many decades, This does not mean that 
a fundameuitalist. view was expressed by 
any one of the 50 members of the 
Society present. They all felt, in the 
words of the Lord Bishop of Southwell. 
who welcomed the ‘Society, that.“ the 
Churches "—and we might add the syna- 
gogues—- are paying a terrible price for 
not expounding the Bible in a scientific 
manner. 

[t is significant that on the whole the 
tenor of the lectures and of the discus- 
sions was marked by an increased respect 
for the Massoretic text. as well as for the 
message of the Old Testament. 

It was particularly gratifying that plans 
were discussed during the business met- 
ing accord'g2 to which the holding of 
a meciing of the Society mm Jerusalem was 
envisaged wiihin the next ten years, 
lar Lo the one that took place in Rome :n 
the spring of 1952. We know that the 
adrmnistrators of the Hebrew Universiiy 
will not be found lacking in_ heipftul 
response when the time comes,

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PRO-NAZI LEGISLATION IN AUSTRIA 
Details of New Measures 


From a Correspondent 


It will probably take some time to 
realise the full implications of the 
pro-Nazi legislation adopted by the 
Austrian Parliament Jast week, but it 
is already clear that by putting these 
new laws into effect Austria will 
in post-war 
Furope not only to restore full civic 
rights to Nazis but actually to pay 


them a premium for their’ criminal 
past, 
Details now available show that 


these laws, adopted in haste and with 
the forthcoming elections in. mind, 


and including Hauptsturmfuchrer,equiva- 
lent to the rank of major. 

All of them have had their civic rights 
fully restored to them and they have been 
exonerated from all criminal proceed- 
ings. Property confiscated in 1947 1s to 
be returned to them 

As regards the remaining 6,000 major 
Nazi oficnders, the Austrian Parliament 
has passed another law called * Amnesty 
from Confiscation of Property. This 
means that. although these major 
offenders will not benefit by the first 
law and will not have their civic rights 
fully restored to them, they will be pro- 
tected by a measure which grants them 
exemption from the confiscation of their 
property, or otherwise enables them to 


fall into two groups-—-those intended get back confiscated property. Only

Ai its closing session, the Council decided to repeat this 


year the scheme of training youth leaders from various countries in Anglo-Jewish 
youth leadership methods :

The mos important and most shame- 
ful of the new laws is that granting 
an amnesty to former Nazis, According 
io offic iat Statistics there were in Austria 
SO0.000 registered Nazis, including mem- 
bers of the S.S. and $.A. Under the 
anti-Nazr law of 1947 all these were. put 
into. groups-major and minor. Nazi 
offenders 

All she minor offenders: were pardoned 
in 1948. Only 34,000 major offenders were. 
kwft- on the lyst. Of these, 8.000 have been 
granted ammnesties in the past few years. 

Under the new law promulgated on 
July [® an anynesty has been granted to 
20000 of the major -offenders—party 
members “up to and including cell 
keaders.” and political leaders of similar 
rank The amnesty also embraces all 


members of the §.S. and the S.A, up io 


awarded the “ Blood Order "—Nazis who 


have been decorated for poluical murder, 
forture, etc.—have been excluded from 
the amnesty granted by the second law. 

From the debate in the Austrian Par- 
lament it appears that some of. the 
Deputies would have hiked the amnesty 
to be granted to all Nazis, including 
even the major offenders and those 
awarded the “ Blood Order”; but it was 
thought that pubhe opinion and, in par- 
ticular, the representatives of the Allies, 
might veto such a step and might be more 
easily persuaded to accept this outrageous 
measure if some of the more infamous 
Nazis were, for the time being, excluded 
from the amnesty 

The third law jn this group grants an 
amnesty to all former Austrian civil ser- 
vants who were dismissed in 1945 because 
of their Nazi past. These people, num- 
bering some 30.000, are now to receive

three years’ pay in consideration of thetr 
rights of automatic promotion plus 
increases in salary and pensions. Austria 
will have to y 42,000,000 schillings 


‘(about £600,000) annually for as long as 


these civil servants are alive. The sum 
involved in the return of property to 
former Nazis is only slightly smaller chan 
this figure. In all, Austria will have to 
pay a very heavy sum for the privilege 
of having so many thousands of Nazis 
among its citizens. 

The second group of laws passed by 
the Austrian Government deal with com- 

nsation for loss of liberty under the 

-huschnigg and later Nazi Governments 
between 1933-45. Under these laws all 


litical prisoners who were arrested, 


imprisoned, or kept in concentration 
camps by the Nazis are now entitled to 
receive 431 schillings (about £6)—a sum 
agreed to only after long discussions and 
much bargaining—for each month_they 
were deprived of their freedom. But it 
appears that this measure, intended to be a 
demonstration of Austrian liberalism, 
will actually benefit very few people. 
including Jews, who suffered at the hands 
of the Nazis. For the law stipulates that 


only the holders of a “ victum’s certifi-. 


cate’ will be entitled to. compensation, 
and only Austrian nationals can obtain 
such certificates, There are to-day only 
10.000 Jews in Austria. About 150,000 
Austrian Jews live abroad. | 


Property Measures 


Another measure. which ‘“ amends ” 


the Third Restitution Law, deals with the 


reacquisition of Aryanised”’ Jewish 
property—land, houses, shops, and fac- 
tories. Quite a number of Austrian 
farmers whose land was confiscated by 
the State for the construction. of air- 
fields, railways, or for other military 
purposes, were during the war given in 
return land confiscated from Jews. Much 
of this property was restored to the 


‘original Jewish owners after the war. 


The new measure, however, gives the 
temporary owners the right to apply for 
the reacquisition of these lands in. cases 
where the Jewish owner lives abroad and 
the land is not personally cultivated. It 
will, of course, be for the Austrian 
authorities to decide whether the land is 
being cultivated in a proper manner. 
Germans who acquired other Jewish 
property during the Nazi régime and who 
were deprived of it after the war may 


also apply for the. return of those. 


properties, , 

The question of -heirless . Jewish 
property—another very sore orobiem—is 
still under discussion. as is also the plan 
to create a Government-controlled cen- 
tral fund to supervise al! unclaimed 
Jewish property.

CAMPAIGN ON GERMANY 


Jewish Response

Mr. John Elton, British Secretary 
of the “International Conference for 
the Solution of the German ‘Prob- 
lem in the Rejection of Militarism, 
im Peace, and in International Co- 
operation,” stated at a press confer- 
ence in London last week that the 
response from Jewish organisations in 
this country to the campaign against 
the ratification of the Contractual 
Agreements was disappointing,” 

n other countries of the West, he 
said, Jews had taken a more prominent 
part in the protest campaign. 

Mr. Elton stated that the aim of their 
movement was to achieve a peaceful 
soluuion of the German question which 
would not involve the  remilitarisation 
of Germany. 

The’ British Committee, he said. 
included representatives of the major 
peace organisations in this country, such

MR. SAM KAHN ACQUITTED 
Resigns from City Council 


CaPE TOWN 

Mr. Sam Kahn, who was recently 
deprived of his seat in the South African 
Parliament under the Suppression. of 
Communism Act, was last week found 
not guilty in a Cape Town magistrates’ 
court of contravening a notice served on 
him by the Minister of Justice under the 
Act. 

The charge alleged that on June 26, 
Mr. Kahn (who ts a Jew) attended a 
meeting of the Cape Town City Council, 
of which he was a member, which was 


not “a gathering of a bona fide religious, . 


recreational, or social nature.” He had 
therefore contravened the Minister's 
notice prohibiting him. from. attending 
meetings in the Union for two. years 


. from the date of the notice—June 25. 


The magistrate said that having been 
given 30 days’ grace, Mr. Kahn was 
entitled to carry on his duties as a City 
Councillor for that time, and this wou!d 
naturally entail attending meetings of the 
City Council.

HUNGARIAN GRANT FOR 
JEWISH EDUCATION 


Fewer Children at State Schools 
From a Correspondent 

The Hungarian Ministry of Educa- 
tion and Religious Affairs has agreed 


_to: provide a new grant for Jewish 


educational purposes. on condition that 
such education is voluntary and _ that 
parents be granted the right to refuse 
to allow their children to receive reli- 
gious education. 

This was stated in a report submitted to 
a conference on Jewish religious educa- 
tion held in Budapest recently. This year's 
grant will be about six per cent smaller 
than that givén in 1951 because fewer 
children are now attending State schools. 
~The: grant will enable the Budapest 
Jewish community to maintain its Rab- 
binical Seminary, the secondary school 
attached .to it, and over 20 other Jewish 
schools, and to finance part-time religious 
education in Budapest and 19 provincial 
centres. 

The main difficulty, however, it was 
reported at the conference, is to. find 
young students willing to train as rabbis 
or religion teachers.

The United States 
Government, through its State Department, 
sent a Note to the Israeli’ Government 
opposing the transfer because, in. its view, 
it contravened the United Nations. Resolu- 
tion of 1949 which, through the Trusteeship 
Council, called for the internationalisation 
of the Holy City. The Austrahan Govern- 
ment this. week expressed its concern to 
Israel also because, it said, such a move 
would imply recognition of Jerusalem as the 
capital of Israel and the abandonment of 
the U.N. recommendations,.. No. Govern- 
ment, as far‘as he knew, said Mr. Casey, the 
Australian Minister for External 
had recognised Jerusalem as the capital, and 
if was “clearly an attempt to compel the 
Diplomatic Corps to move there trom.

conclusion to which he comes is that the. 


proportional representation system has 
proved well worth while. While our readers 
will appreciate the significance of the statisti- 
cal investigation which he has made, it must 
be pointed out that he has omitted a similar 
analysis regarding those nominees who were 
defeated. This omission we have ourselves 
repaired in a footnote to his letter, and it 
will be seen that the great majority of those 
former members of committees who were 
defeated had been at least as assiduous in 
their work as those who were re-elected. In 
actual fact, from .an examination of the 
ballot papers in their final form, it seems that 
the majority of deputies were rather con- 
fused, and were inclined to give their votes 
in order of preference to those candidates 
who already happened to have alphabetical 
‘priority ; those with surnames in the earlier 
part ot the alphabet tared better as a rule 
than those in the later part. Added to this, 


it took extra days to count the votes. If the

INFANT SAMUEL | 

IN the House of Lords recently a debate 
on civil. hberties was initiated by Lord 


SAMUEL, Who has repeatedly directed public 


attention to the importance of this issue. He 
deplored the many encroachments upon the 
liberties of the subject which have taken 
place in recent years, and made a plea for 
the introduction of legislation to restore and 
preserve those liberties. /nter alia he pro- 
posed that, except where the special nature 
of the employment might so require, it 
should be made unlawful .for public authori- 
ties or private employers to impose. any 
political, racial, or religious test as a con- 
dition of employment. In replying on behalf 
of the Government, the LORD CHANCELLOR 
spoke of the pleasure with which all the 
members of the House. listened to Lord 
SAMUEL again blowing the trumpet of liberty. 
He said that that had become a -biennial 
privilege and pleasure, which he hoped 
would go on for a long time. Recalling past 
legislation, he referred to an Act of Mr. 
GLADSTONE’S Government in 1893, “when 
Lord SAMUEL was already embarking upon 
his, political career.” And the - Lorp 
CHANCELLOR ventured to quote a still earlier 
precedent: “In 1875, when Lord SAMUEL 


Was aged five and perhaps already perusing 


the Statute Book. the gaze of. the infant 
SAMUEL might have. met section 264 ‘of the 
Public’ Health Act of >that -year.” -Amid 
loud laughter, Lord SAMUEL retorted: “| 
remember it well”. This happy allusion to 
the third chapter of the first Book of Samuel 
was probably the more effective because of 
their Lordships’ famiharity not only with 
the Sereptures. but also. with.

JERUSALEM 


THE decision of the Israeli Government, 
announced several weeks ago, to transfer 
its Foreign Ministry to Jerusalem, and thus 
complete the move, begun in December, 
1949. to make Jerusalem the effective 
capital of Israel, has caused a number of 
delayed repercussions. Syria and Lebanon 
have issued protests. The United States 


Government, through its State Department, 


sent a Note to the Israeli Government 
opposing the transfer because, in its view. 
it contravened the United: Nations Resolu- 


-tion of 1949 which, through the Trusteeship 


Council, called for the internationalisation 
of the Holy City. The -Austrahan Govern- 
ment this week expressed its concern to 
Israel also because, it said, such a move 
would imply recognition of Jerusalem as the 
capital of Israel and the abandonment of 
the U.N. recommendations, No Govern- 


ment. as tar as he knew. said Mr. Casey. the 


Australian Minister for External Affairs. 


had. recognised Jerusalem as the capital, and 


it was “clearly an attempt to compel the 
Diplomatic Corps to move there from Tel 
Aviv.” Australia. he added, was ‘largely 
concerned over the future of the Holy 
‘Places. 

But the. move is simply. the logical cul- 
mination of a process begun in 1949, at the 


end of which year, after a declaration on 


the subject of Jerusalem by Mr. BEN-GURION, 
the Israeli Prime Minister, al! foreign diplo- 


mats mn Israel were informed of the official 


and irrevocable attitude of. the Israeli 
Government—i.e.. to make: Jerusalem the 
capital of the new State, It was exactly one 
year later, in December, 1950, that stalemate 
on. the subject was again reached at the 
United Nations, and it was Australia on that 
occasion, im spite of its having sponsored 
internationalisation, that came to admit its 
Iimpractica bility. 


The plain fact is that everyone has come 
to recognise the impossibility: of implemen- 
ting the Resolution. Realistically, it would 
be quite impossible to compel over 100,000 
Jews inhabiting the New City to give up their 
allegiance to their Own State and accept the 
vague “ international ” status proposed in its 
place. Nor would the rest of the Israelis 
look on with unconcern while the most 
important and holy city in Jewish history. 
peopled by their brethren. were torn away 
trom them after all that has happened since 
early in 1948. As regards the Holy. Places 
(most of which, anyway, are in the Old City 
and in other parts of Jordan), it cannot: be 
maintained for a moment that Israel would 
not be equally concerned for their safety and 
to provide access to them. — Israel. in fact. in 
May, 1950, proposed a plan. which was wel! 
recerved in’ many, quarters. for a. Statute 
governing the Holy Places under U.N. 
authority, but — the plan was not. then 
accepted The new protests to Israel may

transferable vote method of proportional 
representation. In a laudable effort to 
make this method clear, the Secretariat 
had previously sent out an explanatory 
However, to judge by the 
questions and comments — which took 
place at the election meeting and else- 
where. the working of the new and rather 
complicated system does not seem to have 
been very clearly grasped by the majority of 
deputies. And the results of the elections 
would appear to bear out the fact that the 
electoral procedure did not work as 
smoothly and efficiently as might have been 
wished. On page 17 we print a letter from 
a deputy who, although he was a candidate 
for two committees and was defeated in 
both, is public-spirited enough to write us as 
he does. He has worked out the percentage 
of attendances of those nominees now 
elected who were members of the same 
committee during the last session. The 
conclusion to which he comes is that the 
proportional representation system has 
proved well worth while. While our readers 
will appreciate the significance of the statisti- 
cal investigation which he has made, it must 
be pointed out that-he has omitted a similar 
analysis regarding those nominees who were 
defeated. This omission we have ourselves 
repaired in a footnote to his letter, and it 
will be seen that the great majority of those 
former members of committees who were 
defeated had been at least as assiduous in 
their work as those who were re-elected. In 
actual fact, from an examination of the 
ballot papers tn their final form, it seems that 
the majority of deputies were rather con- 
fused, and were inclined to give their votes 
in order of preference to those candidates 


who already happened to have alphabetical 


priority ; those with surnames in-the earlier 
part of the alphabet fared better as a rule 
than those in the later part. Added to this, 
it took extra days to count the votes. If the 
system is retained, we hope that deputies 


will have become more familiarised with it 


before its next use. 


INFANT SAMUEL | 
IN the House of Lords recently a debate 
on civil. liberties was initiated by Lord 


SAMUEL, Who has repeatedly directed public. 


attention to the importance of this issue. He 
deplored the many encroachments upon the 
liberties of the subject which have taken 
place in recent years, and made a plea for 
the introduction of.legislation to restore and 
preserve those liberties. /niter alia he pro- 
posed that, except where the special nature 
of the employment might so require, it 
should be made unlawful for public authori- 
ties or private employers to impose any 
political, racial, or religious test as a con- 
dition of employment. In replying on behalf 
of the Government, the LoRD CHANCELLOR 
spoke of the pleasure with which all the 
members. of the House’ listened to Lord 
SAMUEL again blowing the trumpet of liberty. 
He said that that had become a biennial 
privilege and pleasure, which he_ hoped 
would go on for a long time. Recalling past 


legislation, he referred to an Act of Mr. 


GLADSTONE S Government in 1893, “ when 
Lord SAMUEL was already embarking upon 
his’ political. career.” the Lorp 
CHANCELLOR ventured to quote a still earlier 
precedent: “In 1875, when. Lord 
was aged five and perhaps already perusing 
the Statute Book, the gaze of the infant 
SAMUEL might have met section 264 of the 
Public. Health Act of> that. year.” Amid 
loud laughter, Lord SaMueL retorted: “| 
remember it well.”: This happy allusion to 
the third chapter of the first Book of Samuel 
was probably the more effective because of 


their Lordships’ familiarity not only with 


the Seriptures but ‘also with Sir’ JosHua 
REYNOLDS'S celebrated Biblical picture of 
“ The Infant Samuel,” painted in 1776 and 
now in the Tate Gallery. This picture has 
been described as representative of the best 
type of English religious sentiment by the 
most national of English painters...A pene- 
trating critic has remarked that, although it 
has been copied and repeated in every form 


of plastic art thousands of times. not even 


chromolithography can destroy or vulgarise 
its beauty. However that may be, everyone 
recognises the unwearying devotion to just 
and righteous principles which-has been per- 
haps the outstanding characteristic of Lord 
SAMUEL S long and distinguished career.

There are not many books to which one can 
sincerely apply the epithet “inspiring.” But from 
this collection comprising King Georg: VI's 
broadcasts and some of his less forma! speeches 
there emerges the spirit of someone who was ip 
fact the kind of man that each of us has wanted 
to be in our moments of aspiration. 

And so from the pages of this book there 
emerges a man whose character is truly ingpiy- 
ing.

This is a subject catalogue. (the first of its 
kind) of Hebrew prints dealing with comment- 
aries and novellae (kiddushim) on the principal 
sources of. Jewish law——-Mishna, the 
two Talmudim, Maimonides’s Mishneh. orah, 
and the Codes (Turim and Shulchan Aruch). 
[he author has also included a list of Responsa 
containing such commentaries or noveiiac, as 
well list of prints concerned with aids 10 
study (methodology, chronology, ete), A 
classified bibliography of this kind, sumptuous) 
printed on good paper and in nice Hebrew. iy pe, 
is an achievement that puts all students under 
an obligation to Dr. Kohn. It its, however. not 
free from certain defects. 3 

It is not stated by the author at what \ecor his 
bibliography. stops; nor does ehe distinguish 
books known to him from personal inspection 
from those he collected from the works 0! other 
bibliographers.. He has not supplied -the reader 
with a complete list’ of his bibliographical 
sources; IS -apparent that some 
“ standard” bibliographies have escaped. his 
notice. Marcus’s and Bilgray’s “Index. to 
Jewish Festschriften.”. for example. and 
Bibliography ~ would hase 
vented some omissions and misstatements. 
Dr. Kohn has also spurned the most convenient 


“procedure of numbering consecutively ai! tems 


included in his bibliography and preterrec to 
number. separately the items in each section. 
The result is that the reader, who can find in the

JUDGMENT 


£3,600 Awarded

DUBLIN 

_ Judgment for £3,600 has been given 
in the High Court. Dublin. against 
Clonmel Food Products, Ltd., in the 
action in which the Eire Continental 
Trading Co., of London. claimed 
£8.000 damages, alleging that kasher 
Salami supplied by the Clonmel firm 
Was not up to sample, in part unfit for 
human consumption, and generally 
unsaleable. 

Damages were assessed at £2.600 in 
respect of 42 cwt. of salami, and £1.000 
which had been advanced by the plaintifl 
company for wages. 

Mr. Justice Davitt said he had grave 
doubts about two of the witnesses for. the 
plaintiff company, and made it quite clear 
that the salami had been inspected before 
dispatch and was in good condition and 
up to sample; although it would seem 
that the casings may have been loose 
on part of the consignment, which had 
received improper handling. 3

Campaign Started

The’ establishment of a World 
Federation for an Israeli Dental 
School. (W.F.LD.S.) was announced 
at a press conference held at the 
Israeli Legation in London last week, 
under the chairmanship of the Press 
Attaché, Mr. M. Arnon.

Its structure 
and tasks were oultined by the Presi- 
dent, Dr. B. Schrotter (Britain), and 
Dr. A. Sussman, Chairman of the 
Israeli Dental Association and mem- 
ber of the Advisory Committee to the 
School of Dentistry of the Hebrew 
University-Hadassah Hospital Medical 
School, 


International Congress 


The inaugural meeting of the Federa- 
tion, they reported, was held at the 
Anglo-lIsraeli Club recently, when some 
50 delegates to the International Con- 
gress, including dental, surgeons of world 
renown, unanimously approved the estab- 
lishment of the Federation with the aim 
of * erecting, equipping and: maintaining 
a provisional dental school at the Hebrew 
University for clinical dental studies until 
the coming permanent School of 
Dentistry is erected.” i 

Dr. Sussman said that the 1.300 dental 
surgeons now practising in Isracl were 
insufficient to serve the needs of the 
country’s growing population, 

National branches of the Federation 
will function in all countries. A Central 
Committee, comprising members from 
Israel and one member from each 
national branch, is to be set up in Tel 
Aviv. It is intended to raise an initia] 
sum of $120,000 for the establishment of 
the Provisional School. 


ISRAEL’S PROGRESS IN 
SHIPPING 


Help Needed for School 
By a JewisH CHRONICLE Reporter 


Details of the progress that has been. 
made in the training of Israeli seamen 
were given me in an jnterview this 
week by Captain Enrico Levi, Prin- 


~ cipal of the Israeli Nautical School in 


Haifa. 

Captain Levi, who was formerly. in 
charge of the Israeli cargo ship 
Ftrog, is on a short visit to. this 
country to study the teaching methods 
at British nautical schools. 

Also visiting England is Mr. Moshe 
Pomrok, Chairman of the Haifa branch 
of the Israel Maritime League and a 
trustee of the Nautical School. 

Israel, Captain Levi said, now had 22 
large ships, totalling 130,000 tons, and 


the number of seamen had risen to 1,000. 


They were proud of the fact that 34 of 
the captains and chief engineers were 
Jews. 

The country must, however, expand sts 
shipping fieet, Captain Levi said. At the 
moment only 17 per cent of Israel's 
imports and between 20 and 22 per cent 
of the country’s exports, were carried in 
Israeli ships. In his view it was essential 
that the present strength of the shipping 
he doubled at least. At the same time, 
there would have to be a great increase 
in the number of Israeli seamen. 


High Standard of Teaching 


The Nautical School. said Captain Levi. 
had 137 pupils, including a number from 
South Africa, Brazil, and Chile. 

The school, which is at present attached 
to the Haifa Technion, was urgently in 
need of better premises and more equip- 
ment. The British Consul in Haifa, he 
said, had presented the school. with gyro- 
compass drawings. Captain Levi sug- 
gested that Anglo-Jewry should * adopt 
the school. 

Mr. Pomrok told me that Israel was 
anxious..to. Start. a. direct. passenger. line 
to the United States. Negotiations were 
taking place to obtain a suitable ship. 
Israel. he added, also urgently needcd 
a dry dock for the repair of shins 

Referring to the Maritime League, Mr. 
Pomrok said that there were now about 
40.000 members in Israel. He expressed 
regret that while there were branches of 
the League in America and South Afnca 
no effective branch had yet been estab- 
lished in England.

A TRAGIC TENTH ANNIVERSARY 
Erev Tisha b’Avy in the Ghetto 
By MICHAEL ZILBERBERG 


EN years have passed since 
the Germans began to deport 
the Jews of Warsaw to the 
extermination camp at Treblinka. 
The deportation campaign began on 
Tisha b’Av, 1942, and ended with 
the uprising of Apml 19, 1943. In 
this short period, $00,000 people 
were murdered. The largest Jewish 
community Europe was sur- 
rounded by a wall of hatred and 
enmity and perished after being 
abandoned by the civilised. world, 
On the tenth anniversary of this 
Jewish tragedy it 1s important to 
recall some of the events of that 
period which have no parallel in 
Jewish history. Months before 
Tisha . b’Av, information was 
received about the annihilation of 
whole Jewish communities tn. the 
Lublin and Poznan districts, but few 
Jews in Warsaw believed the news 
to be true. 
German Reprisals 
However, -in Warsaw itself Jews 
were nightly being taken from their 
beds and shot. In May, 1942, Ger- 
man posters were seen in the Ghetto 
for the first time. They informed us 
that 110 Jews had been shot as a 
reprisal for an attack on a German 
policeman. The Jews, they included 
women and children, had been 
taken from the Ghetto prison to the 
Praga cemetery: where they were 
shot. Every one understood that 
this was but a prelude to some new 
campaign, but we remained disct- 
plined, refusing to be provoked. 
Information then trickled through 
from the “ Arvan” side about a new 


camp. between Warsaw and. Bialystok 


and about the construction of a special 
railway line to the camp. We heard 
much talk about Treblinka. a name 
hitherto unknown to Polish Jewry, 
Shortly afterwards a new order was 
published in the Ghetto ordering Jews 
of foreign nationality to register with 
the authorities. They were told that 
they would be exchanged for German 
prisoners of war. At the same time, 
a letter from a party of Yeshiva 


- students was smuggled into Warsaw 


from Gostynin. As a result of the 
various terrible rumours they had 
-heard, they were seeking the advice of 
Reb Mojshe Bezalel, brother of the 
late Gerer Rabbi. I-saw the rabhi's 
reply. He advised them.to take to the 
woods to join the partisans. 


Surgeon Shot 


At about the time of the three weeks 
of mourning, a number of children’s 
festivities took place in the. Ghetto. 
These were arranged by the Judenrat 
to mark the end of the first school 
vear in the Ghetto. A Jewish police 
band played while the children danced. 
The headmasters complained that this 
was no time. for. such activities, but 
it would have. been dangerous. to 
oppose the order of the Judenrat. 

Several of the headmasters held a 
‘secret. meeting to discuss the whole 
matter, Full agreement was reached, 
the . strongest opposition to the 
Judenrat’s arrangements. coming from 
the Agudist representatives. But the 
problem was how ‘to approach the 
‘authorities on the subject. Mr. Orleans, 
an Agudist representative, soon found 
a way out for the Orthodox schoo's. 
Such schools were to declare that they 
could not participate in any rejoicing 
during the three weeks of mourning, 
and they sent an official letter to this 
effect to Adam Czermiakow, the Presi- 
dent of the Judenrat. Shortly before 
Tisha b’Av, the headmasters of these 
schools were summoned to appear 
before a disciplinary committee of the 
Judenrat, Several of us were accused 
of disobeying the orders of the 
Judenrat, but the affair was never con- 
cluded owing to the more immediate 
and ever growing. exigencies of the 
coming deportation campaign. 

Fach day brought new surprises. At 
24. Chiodna Street, an operation was 
being performed on a sick Jew by a 
Polish surgeon who had entered the 
Ghetto secretly. During the operation, 
German officers arrived and shot all 
those present, including the surgeon 
and patient. These Germans had come 

from Lublin and were to make them- 
selves hated in the Warsaw Ghetto. 


On the Saturday before Tisha b'Av 
1 was with friends when two young 
Chassidim came from the Piaseczner 
Rabhi to report that confidential infor- 
maton. had been received that the 
deportation of Jews would begin on 
the Wednesday. Erev Tisha b Av. The 
rabb; ordered that all should continue 
singing Zemirot and not lose hope. 


First Deportations 
The deportations did, indeed, begin 
on that tateful Wednesday. In the 
morning, the representatives of the 
Judenrat wete removed as hostages 
from their headquarters at Grzvbowska 


Street. [They were taken to the Pawiak 


Prison to ensure that no résistance was 
offered by the Jews, The following 
were among those arrested: Abraham 
Gepner, Eckermann, Rabbi Stock- 
hammer, Stoizman,.Winter and Rabhi 
schreibmann. After a while, the host- 
aves we're re'eased, for there had been 
no resistance, Ihe same day, the first 
few thousand Jews were arrested and 
sent. to Treblinka, 

At noon the first posters announcing 
the deportations appeared, They. were 
signed by the Judenrat. The Germans 
had given the announcements verbally 
to. the members of the Judenrat who 
were ordered to proclaim them 
Officially in their own. name. . Jews 
crowded round the posters, endeavour- 
ing to interpret them: to their own 
advantage : for the posters emphasised 
that those engaged on essential pro- 
ductive work would be exempt. Thev 
also said<that those deported could 
take with them. certain’ personal 
belongings, jewellery, and foreign 
currency, 

Hunting People Down 

The Jewish police, acting on instrue- 
tions from the Germans, then began 
the hunt for peopic.. Children, the old 
and sick people, as well as the desti- 
tu‘e. were the first to be detained. They 
were taken ‘to. the special railway 
station at.the Umschlagplatz. Towards 
evening .a. large party of Germans 
appeared at the corner of. Zamenhoffa 
and Muranowska Streets. where they 
arrested all the inhabitants of the two 
blocks at 42 and 44 Muranowska 
Street. And, ominously, no distinction 
was made between essential and non- 


essential workers, between the sick and_ 


the healthy. All were dragged to the 
Umschlagplatz and on to the special 
train bound for Treblinka. 

There was confusion throughout the 
Chetto. Everyone thought only of 
saving himself and, his famils All 
believed and hoped that. safety 
would 4)me through being engaged 
on productive —work, Thousands 
of Jews gathered outside the new 
factories: working for the Germans. 
The Agudists pushed their way to 
the factory of Abraham Hende! in 
Nowolipie Street, The Bundists went 
in Hoffman's factory. where their 
colleagve. Maurice Orzech, was influ- 
ential. The Zionists. however. nlaced 
their. hopes in. the factory .of. the 
Landau Brothers and at Tebens, where 
Menachem  Kirschenbaum . was. an 
important figure. NOn-party people 
tried to find work at factories by pay- 
ing large sums of money. Thus. from 
the very beginning, the outlook for the 
provinciais and for the destitute was 
hopeless. - But, in reality, it was hope- 
‘less. for all. 


New Ghetto Rulers 


On Tisha b Av. the first daw of the 
deportations, life was already dis- 
organised. Hunger. and the hea: of 
that torrid summer. lessened the 
capacity of the Jews of the Ghetto to 
resist: The day after Tisha b’AYV. evers 
Jew was abie to grasp fully the true 
situation. On that day Adem 
Cverniakow, the President of the 
Judenrat, took his life. He cou'd not 
comply with the German command to 
sign an order demanding Jews to pre- 
sent themselves voluntary .at the 
Umschlagplatz. He was found dead. 
seated at his. desk in the Judenral 
office, just after the Germans left him, 
with a whip mark still on his face. 
From. then onwards the rulers of the 
Ghetto were the SS... Ukrainians, 
Lithuanians, Latvians, and other hooli- 
gans. 

The Jews Jooked to the civilised 
world for help. A city of half a 
million people was dying, but help did 
not come.

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POLITICS IN SOUTH AFRICA 
Nationalist Party and Antisemitism 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 
From Mr, LEWIS SOWDEN 


Sin,—My friend, Edgar Bernstein, 
seems to be at great pains while in 
England to propagate the belief that 
the Nationalists of South Africa are 
not antisemitic. This is, of course, the 
official viewpoint of the South African 
Board of Deputies, of which he is a 
member. Representatives of the 
Board have in fact put this notion 
forward so frequently that they are 
in danger of coming to believe it them- 
selves. | 

It is true, of course, that. since 
into power in 1948 the 
Nationalists have not pursued any 
open antisemitic policy. © Does that 
mean they have changed their spots ”? 
No, only their place in the House. 


‘When. they were in Opposition they | 


used the antisemitic stick unashamedly. 
It was vote-catching instrument. 
Since coming into power they cannot 
attack anyone for doing anything in 
favour of the Jews (no one is doing 
it), and as they wish to woo the Jewish 
naturally they keep the anti- 
semitic stick in discreet hiding. Smuts s 


United Party, now in Opposition, did 


not, and does not, make use of the 
antisemitic weapon, and so to-day we 
get no open antisemitism from any 
Party. But. that is only the appear- 
ance of things. 

The fact is that to-day, when the 
screening of would-be immigrants to 
Africa by the Government 
agencies in Europe is so strict, it is 
stricter still for Jews. (By contrast, 
the ship which brought me. back to 
South Africa 18 months ago had more 
than a hundred Germans aboard. A 
German, you can take jt from me, is 


never asked awkward questions 
because of his name.) : 

The South African Jewish Board of 
Deputies has often drawn attention in 
recent years to the drift of Jews from 
the country into the towns. The 
reason? The Nationalist countryside, 
and the Dutch Reformed Church 
standing behind the Nationalist Party, 
have made it more and more difficult 
for Jews to earn a living in the dorps 
and villages. 

Recently there have been violent 
outbursts against the Jews from 
Nationalists speaking in the House ol 
Assembiy. I know what the Board s 
answer is to this. ‘These utterances 
come from individuals, not from the 
Party. . That may be, it 1s 
undeniable that these individuals 
belong to the Nationalist Party. 

There is a simple and significant 
explanation of these outbursts. 
late. the Nationalists have not been 
feeling as secure in power as they 
thought they were. Inevitably, with 
a Party which is inherently antisemitic, 
they begin to blame the Jews. They 
get angry, and—when they lose their 
heads the truth comes out. 

It is quite certain (and am not 
alone jin this opinion) that should the 
Nationalists lose power they will at 
once turn on the Jews. © They will 
blame the Jews again, and Mr. Louw 
and company will bring out again the 
antisemitic stick. 

Other considerations apart, we must 
also bear in mind that a Party so 
fascist in outlook as the Nationalist 
Party of South Africa cannot. be 
otherwise than antisemitic.

Sir,—-The last few sentences relating 
to Aden in your leading article (in 
your issue of last week) on Common- 
wealth problems may give rise to 
some misunderstanding as to the rela- 
tions between the Jewish communit\ 
of Aden and the Board of Deputies. 

Since the first days of the riots 
which broke out in Aden in Decem- 
ber, 1947, the Aden community has 
been in constant communication with 
the Board, which, at the time. made 
immediate representations to the 
Colonial Office. The senior Vice- 
President of the Board went out to 
Aden to see things for himself. The 
Board was instrumental in the appoint- 
ment of counsel in the Inquiry at 
Aden which followed the riots, and, 
on various occasions subsequently, dis- 
cussed with the Colonial Office the 
means of making the Scheme of Assis- 
tance, worked out by the Colonial! 
Office and the Aden Adminisiration. 
more favourable to the victims of the 
riots. The Board, at the request of 
the Aden community, helped them to 
settle certain difficulties with the 
Administration in connection with a 
Charitable Trust; maintained - close 


contact with the Aden community and 


their representatives here, during the 
proceedings in the case of the young 
girl, Arenka, and in an interview in 
london with the newly appointed 
Governor of Aden acquainted him 
with the current special problems of 
the Aden Jewish community now that 
their number has so greatly diminished 
through emigration, mainly to Israel. 
For a number of years past, and 
long before the first Commonwealth 
conference, every request for help 
from the Aden community has been 
attended to, and frequent representa- 
tions have, as a consequence. been 
made on their behalf to Government 
departments. The real problem js 
how to persuade a small and sorely 
tried community that the best results 
are not always achieved by approaches 
for help to a number of different 
Organisations, whether these are 
appropriate or not. |

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JEWISH VOLUNTARY SCHOOLS 
Plea for Settlement of Dispute 


To the Editor of THe Jewish CHRONICLE 
From Rabbi Dr. S. SCHONFELD 


Sin.—It is my duty to make im- 
mediate comment upon the arguments 
and assertions made to the London 
Board of Jewish Religious Education 
concerning the Jewish voluntary 
schools question as reported in your 
Jast issue, 

In the first place, I and my 
colleagues of the Jewish Secondary 
Schools Movement take exception to 
our being described as “ the Schonfeld 
Schools.” Any compliment to myself 
implied in this appellation can well 
wait till after my demise. For the 
present, the association of the schools 
with the name of one individual tends 
to hide the undeniable fact that our 
movement is the only organisation 
for London Jewish Day Schools. And 
we are joined in our attitude by the 
Jewish Day Schools Trust for Greater 
tondon, under the chairmanship of 
Dr. J. Braude. - 

As to the official publication on 
June 6 of the London Board's scheme 
for vesting the trust funds in their 
own nominees, we had been asked at 
both the preliminary meetings of nego- 
tiation (March 20 and April 7) what 
our reactions would be to the publica- 
tion of the scheme (with its improve- 
ments). We clearly stated to Mr. 
Woolf and his co-workers that until 
agreement had been reached concern- 
ing the utilisation of the funds, we 
should strongly object. So much for 


Mr. Woolf's statement that our objec- 


tion “had come as a complete sur- 
prise.’. 1 should add that Mr. Frank 
Samuel, who presided the first 
occasion, apparently felt, as we do, 
that pushing forward with the scheme 
in the midst of what were supposed to 
be friendly negotiations, was wrong. 
and we understand that it was out of 
respect to his views that the publica- 
tion in the press has been postponed.

We have all along made it clear and 
we still now insist that we could not 
condone the vesting of the funds in 
any body before some sensible and 
practical schools plan | had been 
worked out. — In fact, such a draft 
plan had been agreed.in the course 
of the negotiations between the Lon- 
don Board and ourselves, Mr. Woolf's 


omission to refer to or report on these 


Negotiations, so ably set forth by your 
Special Correspondent, in itself robs 
his statement of any real value. 

The Chairman of the London Board 
States that “the Board. . . had sought 
to ensure only that. the trust. funds 
should be made available to the Jew- 
ish community for education, ; . .” 
This has a somewhat sinister impli- 
cation. It is suggested and it has even 
been urged upon the Chief Rabbi that 
unless the. Board’s scheme went for- 
ward now, the Government would get 


tired of the . Jewish differences and . 


somehow. or other the Government 
would appropriate the funds t. This 
fanciful fear will: hardly cover up a 
possible danger behind this smoke- 
screen — to’ secure for the London 
Board (not the community) another 
£300,000 to add to the already exces- 
ersatz Jewish 
education instead of their being used 
for their proper purpose——Jewish 
voluntary schools. It was in response 
to the Chief Rabbi's fears of Govern- 
mental impatience that we. reassured 
him that the Schools Movement would 
not go so far as to persist in official 
objections after the Chief Rabbi had 
given to the Ministry his final deci- 
sion. To that extent. we would 
“abide by decision. have, 
however, made it clear that, should 
his decision deprive the existing 
schools of. development. rights (not, 
chances) from these funds, we should 
continue’ our fight within” the: com- 
munity with: unabated vigour. 

Till now, the promising negotia- 
tions adiourned on April 7 have not 
been continued. I call upon the Chief 
Rabbi to use his authority so that the 
parties are again called together and 
proceed with their already promising 
search for an amicable and just settle- 
‘ment. In this way we may yet. be 
able to hold in 1952 that conference 
of all parties so energetically spon-

REFORM MINISTER AT WESTERN SYNAGOGUE. 


Controversy Deplored 


To the Editor of THe Jewish Curonicte 


From Mr. ERNEST M. ABELSON 


Sik,—The fact that 
minister may not preach in a 
Catholic Church (and vice-versa) 
apparently meets with the approval of 
your correspondent, Mr. Barnett 
Hyman (in your issue of July 18), It 
would be interesting, and perhaps 
illuminating, to know whether he has 
reached this conclusion as the result 
of a study of Church policy, or merely 
because it bolsters up his case against 
allowing a “ Reform” rabbi to preach 
in an “ Orthodox” synagogue. How- 
ever this may be, Mr, Hyman should 
be reminded that his argument is quite 
invalid for a very good reason, which 
he appears to have overlooked. In 
Christianity there are many sects to be 
found ; Judaism has no sects at all, 

It was never the wish of the foun- 
ders of the West London Synagogue 
to separate themselves from the rest 
of the Jewish community ; on the con- 
trary, they made every effort to main- 
tain full contact with their parent 
synagogue, and with the community 
at. large. The qualifying adjective 
“Reform " was never used by them, 
or by the like-minded congregations 
which sprang up shortly afterwards in 
Manchester and Bradford, in reference 
to their synagogue or themselves; it 
was a designafion applied to them by 
their opponents. Though certain 
differences could be found in_ their 
services when compared. with. those 
conducted elsewhere, these in no way 
conflicted with the basic fundamentals 
of Jewish tradition and teaching. The 
followers of the Reform movement 
have never constituted a sect in. the 
ranks of Anglo-Jewry, It is interest- 
ing to note that this jis borne out in 
the many letters written to THE Jewisu 
CHRONICLE. by members of “ Ortho- 
dox synagogues: during years 
1870 to 1900, and it is a fact of con- 
siderable. significance. that — this 
tolerance could exist at a time when 
religion was a much greater force than 
it is to-day. 

Perhaps Mr. Hyman will forgive me 
if | make three suggestions to him. 
First, he should attend a few services 
at the West London Synagogue, or the 
North Western Reform Synagogue. 
Secondly, that he should try. and 
understand the reasons for the depar- 
tures made from the ritual to which 
he has always been accustomed, and 
so at least avoid condemning them 
out of hand. © Thirdly, he should 
remember that true tolerance can only 
exist where there feeling ‘of 
security. The congregation which. is 
sure of its Orthodoxy, jn practice as 
well. as. in theory, will entertain no 
fear about the visit of a rabbi of the 
Reform movement to its synagogue. 
In conclusion, | should like to add 
that this controversy which has been

invoked by the visit of Rabbi Rein-. 


hart to the Western Synagogue, must 
cause considerable distress to all those 


who have at heart the best interests 
of the entire Jewish community. What 
good can come from discussing, on 
the lines usually adopted tn the corre- 
spondence columns of THe JewisH 
CHRONICLE, the issue of “ Orthodoxy ” 
and “ Reform”? 

The controversy usually proceeds 
along entirely emotional lines, with 
the result that, sooner or later, it 
descends towards the level of mud- 
slinging, which, far from benefiting 
either of the protagonists, does a great 
deal of harm to the cause of Judaism, 
unqualified and undivided. If these 
arguments must continue, at least let 
them be leavened with a little more 
respect for the opinions of others, a 
grealer measure of reason, and, above 
all. the full, realisation that the end 
in view ts not the benefit of this or 
that group of svnagogues, but the wel- 
fare of the entire: Jewish community,

AND JEWRY 


Commune’s Attitude 


To the Editor of THe JewisH CHRONICLE 
From Dr. A. SALTMAN 


Sin.—-I cannot accept Mr. Weiner's 
criticisms (in your last. weeks issuc) 
of your report of my lecture on “1 he 
French Revolution and Jewish Eman- 
cipation.” 

While he concedes that anti-Jewish 
feeling was strongest. in the east of 
France, he omits to point out that the 
overwhelming majority of French Jews 
lived jn precisely those regions. But 
complaints about the Jews and their 
activites were by no means confined 
to Alsace-Lorraine. Among other anti- 
Jewish remonstrances of 1789 may be 
cited the petition of the citizens ol 
far-distant Le Havre against Jewish 
commercial practices (E. L. Le Par- 
guier: Cahiers des Doléaunces du Bail- 
liage du Havre), 

Mr. Weiner refrains from giving any 
indication of the terms of the resolu- 
tron in favour of the Jews, passed by 
the majority of the districts of the 
Paris Commune. The minutes of the 
National Assembly read as follows: 

“A, deputation of ‘the Paris Com- 
mune petitioned the Assembly to 
exiend to Jews domiciied in Paris, the 
decree which declares as citoyens actifs 
Jews known as Portuguese, Spanish, 
and Avignonese” (Procés-Verbai de 
Assemblée Natienale, 25th. Febd., 
1790), 

In other words, the Paris Commune 
wished’ the -handful of Parisian Jews 
to. be accorded the. status ot 
“ Honorary Sefardim.” As is. well 
known. the rich Sefardi Jews of Bor- 


~deaux, Mr. Weiner makes so 


much of, displayed. a shameful lack 
of interest jn the fate of their unfor- 
tunate Alsatian coreligionists, Earlier, 
they had sent an absurd letter to Vol- 
taire, asserting their ‘exclusive, pure- 
blooded descent from the ‘tribe of 
Judah. and alleging that the Alsatians 
were an inferior riff-raff, sprung from 
the Ten Tribes. They: repeated this 
fabulous: claim in a. petinon to the 
National Assembly of the Revolution, 
and their disloyalty was rewarded. No 
doubt it was this tvpe of. Jew who, 
for obvious reasons, appealed to. Mira- 
beau and the others whom Mr. Weiner 
cites. true revolutionaries: failed 
tO make these. subtle distinctions, 

With regard to Napoleon, I cannot 
altocether. follow the drift of Mr. 
Weiner’s remarks. If anything at all, 
they seem to stibstantiate my view uf 
Napoieons “policy as antisemitism 
tempered by hypocrisy.

JEWISH HOSPITAL 


Consecrated by Chief 
Rabbi 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Two new wards, one for 12 men 
patients, the other for 12 women 
patients, have been opened at the 
London Jewish Hospital, Stepney 
Green, 

The ceremony of consecration was per- 
formed by the Chief Rabbi, the Very 
Rey. Israel Brodie, on Monday, in the 
presence of the Mayor of Stepney, Cilr. 
A. D. Bermel, J.P., Mrs. Somerville 
Hastings, Chairman of the Stepney Hos- 
pital Management Commitice, the Hon. 
Mrs. Ewen Montagu, Chairman of the 
Friends of the London Jewish Hospital, 
members of the staff, headed by Dr. HH 
Gainsborough, the Senior Physician, and 
guests. 

Consecrating. the men’s ward, named 
after the late Mr. Sydney Lorie, who sub- 
stantially aided the hospital, the. Chie! 
Rabbi paid tribute io the philanthropic 
and charitable deeds of * this well-known 
and old Anglo-Jewish family.” He 
emphasised the imporiance of maintaming 
the “spirit and subsiance of voluntary 
service at a time when: peopie. were 
mclined to look to the Welfare State for 
the provision of their needs. . 


State and Religious Scruples 


Referring to the fact that the London 
Jewish Hospital is now run by the State 
under the National Healih Service Act, 
the Chief Rabbi stressed that the Govern- 
ment “ did and still does pay due regard 


to the specific interests and © religious 
scruples” for the consideration of which 


the hospital had been established. 

The Rev. M. Zefferit, Hon. Chaplain 
to the Hospital, assisted mn the consecra- 
tion. service. Miss Eugene R.. Lorie, 
granddaughter of Mr. Sydney Lorie, 
unveiled a tablet which stated that‘: this 


-ward was endowed by Sydney Lorie in 


memory of Saul Henry Lorie.” 

The opening of the wards had: been 
delayed beeause of the shortage of nurs- 
ing staff. Major F. M. Green, Chairman 
of the House Committee, told me that 
the hospital was. sull: in dire need of 
trained Jewish nurses. |

AUERBACH TRIAL 
Final Speeches Next Week

Dr. I. Herzog Lays Foundation-Stone

JERUSALEM 


The Chief Rabbi of Israel, Dr. 
Isaac Herzog, has laid the foundation- 
stone of the new building in the centre 
of Jerusalem which is to house the 
Chief Rabbinate in Israel. He said at 
the ceremony that until the Temple 
was rebuilt, the building, with addi- 
tional great rabbinic authorities and 
Talmudic scholars, would jn time 
become the focus of all Jews through- 
out the world who were loyal to 
Judaism. and it would become the 
spiritual address of world Jewry. 

The Chief Rabbinate in Israel had 
a direct link with the Sanhedrin, the 
head of which was the Chief Rabbi. 
In more modern times, the Sefardi and 
Ashkenazi communities each. had its 
own Chief Rabbis acting separately. 

A new period began with the British 
Mandate. when the two Chief Rabbis 


combined in a court consisting of seven 


“members, of which they were the heads. 


The British gave them jurisdiction in all 
matters of personal status. a jurisdiction 
maintained in the State of Israel. There 
are now 21 officially recognised Rabbinic 
Courts. throughout the country, all under 
the authority of the Chief Rabbinate in 
Jerusalem. The Supreme Rabbinic Court 
in Jerusalem acts as a Court of Appeal. 

The Chief Rabbis head a committee of 
rabbis, drawn from all. parts of the 
country, which make new. enactments. 
The Chief Rabbinate in) Jerusalem 
becoming universally recognised as the 
highest authority of world Jewry.

Introducing Israel's 1£115.000.000 
development budget in the Knesset on 
fuesday, Mr.. Levi Eshkol. the 
Minister of Finance. emphasised that 
its Main object was. to strengthen the 
foundations of Israel's economy. 

For that reason, the buik of the budget 
would be spent on agriculture, irrigation. 
colonisation, industry, mineral develop- 
ment, the encouragement tourists. 
iransport’ and communications, public 
works, and the absorption of Immigrants 
requiring accommodation. 

Their aim, he said, was to increase 
agneultural production to provide 70 per 
cent of the country’s needs, making for a 
richer and more varied. diet. 

Production from 210 settlements estab- 
lished iwo ugo, he added, had 
reached the value of 1430.000.000 last 
year. while” investment in them had 
totalled 1£20.000.000. 

Industrial investments from the develop-

ment budget were expected next year toe 


save $11,000,000 worth of imports and io 
increase exports by $7,000,000 thus con- 
inibuting $18.000,000 towards the balance 
of payments, 

The new policy in exchange rates and 
prices, the Minister continued, had con- 
tributed towards the curbing of inflation. 


Efforts in that direction would be con- 
tinued. 

Our financial policy not to use the 
printing press and to curtail’ banking 
credits has created strong deflationary 
tendencies,” Mr. Eshkol. said. We will 
continue to mobilise our resources for 
essential. investments without. which we 
have no hope of reaching economic inde- 
pendence and to give our population a 
fair standard of living.” 

The Minister. said that more than 
1£9.000,000° would be invested in the 
exploitation of minerals. including potash, 
Manganese, iron ore, copper, and sulphur, 

Thirty-one per cent of the development 
budget would be spent on agriculture, 
-. per cent on housing, 17.3 per cent on 
commumcations, 10.4 per cent on public 
works, 6.5 per cent on the construction 
of public buildings, including schools, 
hospitals. and Government offices. and 
the rest on other items.
